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Eaw, There are divers Evidences, to prove 
the Lawfulnefs or Expediency of fet Forms 
of Prayer in the Church ; and that from fe-

re From the Example of God himfelf, 
and Holy Menin the Old Teftament, prefcrib- 
ing fet Forms of Blefling the People, to be 
ufed daily by Aaron and his Sons. Numb. 6, 
v. 23, 24, 25, 26. Set Forms for the Peo- 
ple to ufe themfelves. Deut. 26. 3, 5. As alfo 
at the going out of their Armics. Deut. 20, 3. 
And of Thankfgiving, Exod. 15. 1. made by 
Mofes, and it feems learnt by Heart, by ail the 
People, and in the fame Words usd again by 
Miriam. v. 21. And fo it appears Jfa. 38. 20. 
That King Aezekiav did not only forma ict 
Thankfgiving, but us’d it all the days of his 
Life; and the fame King, 2 Chron. 29. 30. 1Nn 
his Thankfgiving, Commanded the Levites al- 
fo to Sing Praifes to God with the words of 
David, and Afaph, i. ¢. Forms already pre- 
pared to his Hand by thofe Sacred Pen-men. 

Secondly, From the Practice and Example of 
Chriftin the New Teftament, who was pleas d 
to direét his Difciples the ufe of the Lords 
Prayer, as a fet Form; And that from thence 
the Cuftom of the Chriflian Church, in Com- 
poling and Ufing fet Forms did take its Pat- 
tern, is aflerted by //idorus Hi/palenfis, De Ec- 
clef. Offic. lib. 1. cap. 9. That the Lord’s Pray- 
er was deliver'd asa Form, it may be prov’d, 
x. Fromthe Command given by our Saviour, 
Luke 11. 2. 2d. From the Ground of the Dif- 
ciples Requeft. Luke 11. 1. 34. From the 
manner of the Compofure of the Lord’s Prayer, 
which is not propounded as a general Dire¢ti- 
on to Pray that God’s Name may be Hallow- 
ed, and that his Kingdom fhould come ; but it 
is Dictated by Chrift, as it fhould be exprefled 
by us in our Perfons, Oar Father, Hallowed be 
thy Name, &c. 4. The Antient Chriftian 
Church near the Times of our Saviour, did ac- 
knowledge and ufe it, as a Form, as ap- 

eareth by St. Cyprian, de Orat. Domini. And 
Fr ortulian before him, Zertul. de Orat. c. 1.& 9. 

Thirdly, From the Prattice of the Fews, fince 
Ezra’s time, ¢onftantly ufing fet Forms of 
Prayer by way of Liturgy, as appears by the 
Learned Mr. Selden in his Notes on Eurychins. 

Fourthly, From the Practice not ‘only of 
Fobn the Baptiff, who taught his Difciples to 
pray, Lok. 1x. 1. but of the Apoftles, of 
which may be found Intimations, 1 Cor. 14. 
26. When you come together every@ne of you hath 
4 Pfalm, Which furely hath:a Reference to 
fome of the Pfalms of David, or Afapb, us'd 
then ordinarily in their Devotions, and fo cer- 
tainly a fet Form, and that ‘ of Prayer too; 
but becaufe every one had his feveral Pfalm, 
it is therefore reprehended by the Apoftle, as 
tending to Confufion, and by that Confequence 
St. Paul’s Judgment is thence deducible, for 
the joining of all in the fame Form, as be- 
ing the only Courfe tending to Edification, 
in the end of that Verfe. 

Fifthly, From the Practice of the Emperour 
Conftantine, who prefcribed a Form for his 
Soldiers, a Copy whereof we find in Eu/eo. 
de Vite Conftant. lib. 4. c. 20. The fame Em- 
peror in his Palace, imitating the Orders of 
ahe Church, among other things, render’d 
fet prayers. Evnfeb, de Vit. Conft. lib. 4, 6. 17. 
And fo it is faid of the Nobles about him, 
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cethat, they us’d Prayers that the Emperor lik'd, 


and were all brought by him, @c. to pray 
the ry Prayers all of them, even in private. 
cap. 18. 

Fest. This muft be. of Ufe to the Diffenters, 
if they are not deaf to all manner of Rea- 
fon and plain Proof. 

Earn. | can produce more of thefe Autho- 
rities in Vindication of our Church Liturgy, 
which (hall be at your Service, when you pleafe 
torequire em. But now I think on’c, Where’s 
the Bone you told meof? 

Jet. There ’tis, much good may it do you» 
make: what you can of it. 

If Subjects may never Refift, then may the 
Prince Govern according to his own Will and 
Pleafure, and fo may bring his Subjects into 
Bondage, Slavery, and all Evils, and Incon- 
veniencies whatiocver, which is contrary to 
Nature and Reafon. 

Earn, If we may deny or reject a Truth de- 
liver’d in God's Word, becaufe of Evils and 
Inconveniencies, which might thereby happen 
unto us, then the whole Frame of Divinity 
will be foon over-turn’d. We know, That 
the Doctrine of God’s eternal, free, and un- 
changeable Decree of Reprobation, has brought 
many into the Sin of Defpair; The Doétrine 
That Zrue Repentance is never too late, has led 
many into the Sin of Prefumption; The Do- 
Ctrine of Affurance of Salvation, has bred in 
fome, a proud Conceitednefs, and Contempe of 
their Brethren; The Doctrine of Juftification 
by Faith only, and not by Works, has drawn 
many into a Neglect of Alms-giving. And 
what hath been, may be, yet we neither do, nor 
muft Reject the forefaid Dottrines, though in- 
deed if we Refpect the Evils, and Inconveni- 
encies, they ought fo much the rather to be 
Rejected, by how much the greater and more 
dangerous are the Evils; for thefe are Evils Spi- 
ritual, and tend to the Deftruction both of Soul 
and Body for ever; whereas the Dottrine of 
not Refifting the King, can only expofe us (if 
we offend God ) to Evils Temporal, and Mo- 
mentary. 

And, O Mar, who art thou, that Replicf a- 
gainff God? Shall the thing form'd, fay to him 
that form'’d it, Why baft thou made me thus? Rom. 
9. 20. Has not God power over !thine eternal 
Eftate to Difpofe thereof, according to his 
Will? And do'ft thou grudge him to difpofe 
of thy Temporal Eftate, thy Goods, thy Lands, 
thy Life, or what is moft Dear? Wilt thou 
Reject the Word of God becaufe it feems In- 
convenient to thee? Dar’ft thou fay, The Way 
of the Lord ss not Equal? Ezek, 18. 25. God 
Commands thy Obedience unto thy Sovereign, 
though he be wicked and unjuft ; and wilt 
thou plead Dangers, Evils, and Inconvenien- 
cies againft Gods Command? To conclude, 
God’s Word is clear in the point for Won-Re- 
fiftance. Rom. 13.1, 2, 5. Whofoever refifterl 
power, refssteth the ordinance of God: And they 
that refist, {hall receive to themfelves Damna- 
tion, And thereby a neceflity is impofed upon 
us of being Subject, even for Cinfeiencd eke.

It becomes 
us therefore in obedience to perform our patt ; 
and leave the ordering of Events to God Al
